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Call for a 
ban on 
building 
in village 

A COUNCILLOR has called 
for a ban on future homes in 
West Felton amid fears its 
roads would not cope with 
an increase in traffic. 

David Curtis, chairman of 
West Felton Parish Council, 
said he was speaking out to 
protect his community from 
being inundated with a pos¬ 
sible influx of people in new 
homes with the area becom¬ 
ing bigger than a rural vil¬ 
lage. 

About 100 homes are 
already earmarked to be 
phased in on a new estate 
near Tedsmore Road over 
the next 20 years. 

Councillor Curtis said 
there were no problems 
with the proposed develop¬ 
ment but he feared for the 
future of the village if more 
developments came for¬ 
ward. 

His comments came in 
response to a Shropshire 
Council consultation report 
focusing on the allocation of 
sites for new development. 

He has called for the vil¬ 
lage to be by-passed from 
future development and is 
asking for a boundary 
around the community to 
stop homes being built. 

Councillor Curtis said 
parish councillors had been 
asked to consider whether 
the area would become a 
hub or cluster with other 
areas and is adamant that 
parish councillors want it to 
stay as a rural village. 

He said: “We want to be 
regarded as a rural village 
where no new building 
takes place. We feel we have 
had more than our fair 
share.”

£9K BARRIER 10 

CUT-PRICE HOMES 


PEOPLE TRYING to cash in on the 
chance to buy cut price homes in 
Oswestry are hitting a £9,000 stum¬ 
bling block. 

There has been huge interest in the Shrop¬ 
shire Council initiative to provide affordable 
housing but the £9,000 deposit required is stop¬ 
ping prospective buyers getting onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder. 


The council is giving 
buyers a helping hand by 
offering newly-built 
three-bedroom houses in 
Heritage Park for a vastly 
discounted price. 

The houses are available 
for £87,948 under the coun¬ 
cil’s “Discount Sale” scheme, 
allowing people to buy 100 
per cent of a property, but at 
a substantial discount to the 
open market value. 

The council said that two of 
the original four houses 
offered for sale had been sold 
but said two more were still 
available to help people buy 
their first property. 

Chance 

A council officer on the 
communities and housing 
licy team said: “There had 
en a huge interest in the 
scheme with many people 
very keen to have the chance 
to get on the property ladder. 
But they still have to find the 
10 per cent desposit, which is 
a real barrier to many.” 

Buyers need to meet cer¬ 
tain criteria, such as being 
from the Oswestry area and 
being unable to afford a house 
on the open market. They 
need to be able to get a mort¬ 
gage for the discounted price, 
but do not then need to pay 
rent on the remainder like in 
some other affordable home 
schemes. 

“When it comes to selling 
the house on, it must be sold 
at the same proportion of dis¬ 
count and to a buyer who 
meets the same criteria.” 

Shropshire Council Cabi¬ 
net member for housing, 
Councillor Malcolm Price, 
said: “This is a great opportu¬ 
nity for those looking to get 
on the property ladder, par¬ 
ticularly people on the Home 
Point housing register or

those who are priced out of 
the local housing market. 
Two properties have already 
sold and these are the only 
two currently left.” Council¬ 
lor for Oswestry East, Martin 
Bennett, said he wanted to 
see more initiatives like this 
in the future. For more 
details contact 01743 252429. 

• Meanwhile a run-down 
housing area in Oswestry is 
set to undergo a major devel¬ 
opment with Swan Lane ten¬ 
ants likely to be rehoused and 
the homes demolished. 

Shropshire Council said 
there was now “low demand 
for homes” in Swan Lane.” 

And it said 48 of the 60 
homes, including a large 
number of bedsits, were “no 
longer meeting the housing 
needs of the local commu¬ 
nity”. 

Housing chiefs are visiting 
all affected tenants to talk to 
them about the plan. The pro¬ 
posals will be considered for 
approval at a cabinet meeting 
on September 14. 

Sue Adams, Shropshire 
Council’s landlord services 
manager, said: “The overall 
cost of the project is not yet 
confirmed. We have applied 
to the Homes and Communi¬ 
ties Agency for funding, and 
we cannot speculate on cost 
until we firm up our plans 
and know how much external 
funding we will receive. 

“The proposal is to demol¬ 
ish the current properties 
and build new houses on the 
same site. Of the 48 proper¬ 
ties that don’t meet housing 
need, some are occupied and 
some are empty, but there is 
low demand for these proper¬ 
ties, which is why they don’t 
meet housing need.”

Morphet said the move was another 
example of the trust using the latest 
technology to improve patient care 
and satisfaction. 

She said: “Following a trial earlier 
this year, free internet access for 
patients and visitors is now avail¬ 
able. 

Web browsing 

“Free WiFi, mainly for email 
access and web browsing, is avail¬ 
able for patients and visitors on the 
wards and in waiting areas. 

“This makes it more convenient 
for people to continue with their nor¬ 
mal lives when attending the hospi¬ 
tal, either as an outpatient or when 
coming in for surgery. 

“Additionally new patient infor¬ 


mation films have been produced 
which are routinely given out as 
DVDs to the 2,600 patients undergo¬ 
ing hip and knee replacement every 
year. 

“The new educational films 
explain what exercises people will 
need to do and safe ways of moving 
after they undergo a hip or a knee 
replacement. 

Interim director of nursing Nicki 
Bellinger said: “We want to create an 
environment where patients feel 
comfortable and are as prepared as 
possible for their planned surgical 
procedure; this includes encourag¬ 
ing people to ask about what goes on 
during their stay with us and plan¬ 
ning for their return home.”

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Family relives terror of 
tropical storm Irene

A FORDEN family living in the USA were 
forced underground to take shelter as tropi¬ 
cal storm Irene caused havoc in Southern 
Maryland last weekend. 

RAF Squadron Leader Neil Eccleshall was posted abroad 
just over a year ago on an attachment with the US Navy and 
along with wife Melanie and daughters Daisy and Carys was 
forced into a cellar to avoid the post tropical storm. 

“Having lived in Mid-Wales and Scotland for 20 years, I 
thought I had seen most of the weather elements, but the 
last seven days living in Southern Maryland has proved me 
wrong,” he said. 

“Having grown accustomed to using our basement for 
playing darts and table tennis, it was only when we learned 
of the impending Hurricane Irene that we thought that we 
would probably have to use it for its intended purpose - a 
shelter.” 

With the eye of the storm due overhead at 2am on Sunday 
the family were subjected to torrential rain by 10am on Sat¬ 
urday, and with 50ft trees threatening to fall on the prop¬ 
erty headed for the basement. 

“After a broken night’s sleep without power we awoke to 
beautiful weather and blue skies but the devastation was 
evident everywhere,” said the squadron leader. 

Uprooted 

“Massive trees had been uprooted and smaller trees had 
brought down power lines. Many roads were closed in the 
county due to flooding.” 

Earlier in the week the family had experienced their first 
earthquake when the area was hit by shocks registering 5.9 
on the Richter scale. 

“Without notice, the whole house began to shake, cup¬ 
boards opened and our pet retriever Harley became a quiv¬ 
ering wreck. Everyone in the workplace headed for the 
nearest exit,” he said. 

“Irene has left an indelible mark on our family and 
renewed our respect for mother-nature. Even Southern 
Marylanders were shocked at the destruction that was far 
worse than most imagined. 

“The power was back on in our street after 14 hours and 
the street was a hive of activity clearing up the debris. Our 
daughters were delighted that school was closed until fur¬ 
ther notice.” 

Squadron Leader Eccleshall is a weapon systems officer 
in the RAF and is currently on an exchange tour with the 
United States Navy flying on the P-3 Orion aircraft as a 
Flight Trials Director. He is a former pupil of Welshpool 
High School and the son of Margaret By water of Forden. 

• Members of the touring Froncysyllte Male Voice Choir 
were among those stranded in America due to the chaos at 
the centre of the storm in New York.

Sarah Gibson, of the Shropshire Wildlife 
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Changes 
to buses 
spark 
protests 

COUNCILLORS in Welsh¬ 
pool are up in arms at 
changes being made to the 
town’s Powys County Coun¬ 
cil operated bus service. 

Routes have been changed 
following the introduction of 
the new one-way system and 
buses now stop at the new 
Tesco store every half hour. 

Welshpool Town Council¬ 
lor Tony Harvey has written 
to Powys County Council 
voicing his concerns calling 
for changes to the route and 
to arrangements for stopping 
on both sides of High Street. 

“The new timetable shows 
buses departing from both 
sides of High Street which is 
totally unacceptable,” he 
said. “It means that more 
people, many of them elderly, 
have to cross an extremely 
busy road. 

“For virtually every bus 
connection people have to 
cross the road.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway 
said she was ‘appalled’ at the 
changes to the timetable. 

“This service now takes 
people away from the town 
centre and to Tesco every half 
hour” she said. 

John Forsey, Powys Coun¬ 
cil’s transport manager, has 
pointed out that the inclusion 
of a Tesco bus stop was part of 
the Section 106 agreement. 

He has also offered to meet 
with town councillors, the 
coach operators and passen¬ 
gers to discuss the issues. 

Care home 
uncertainty 

UNION OFFICIALS have 
claimed staff and residents 
at Southern Cross Care 
Home in Oswestry face an 
uncertain future because 
landlords had failed to meet 
a deadline to secure new 
operators to run the sites. 

The Government asked 
landlords to appoint new 
operators by August 1. 

But the GMB, which rep¬ 
resents some of the staff at 
the county’s care homes, 
said this deadline had not 
been met, leaving almost 
200 residents and 292 staff 
at the centres in limbo.

Relatives pay anniversary 
tribute to Foster family

GRIEVING RELATIVES laid flowers and released Chinese lanterns to 
mark the third anniversary of the deaths of the Foster family at Osbas- 
ton House in Maesbrook last Friday. 

The tribute was paid by the family of failed businessman Christopher Foster, 
who killed his 15-year-old daughter Kirstie and his wife Jill at their family home 
near Oswestry before setting fire to the mansion and killing himself in 2008. 

Friday was exactly three years to the day since the tragedy at the family’s mansion and 
the tribute was the first time the relatives had gone on site with the specific intention of

Air ambulance 
called to move 
ladder fall man 

A 65-YEAR-OLD man was airlifted to 
hospital with a head injury after falling 
from a ladder in Oswestry on Monday. 

The man fell nine feet while cutting 
hedges in Blackfriars and was found 
unconscious on a concrete path. 

The air ambulance landed in Cabin Lane 
at 1.20pm yesterday after the incident. 

An ambulance, an incident support offi¬ 
cer and the Midlands Air Ambulance from 
Cosford were sent to the scene. 

A West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman said: “When the land crew 
arrived they found a 65-year-old man lying 
unconscious on a concrete floor outside a 
residential property. 

“Crews gave the man oxygen to regain 
his consciousness and found he had suf¬ 
fered a head injury and cuts and bruises to 
other parts of his body.” 

The victim, who has not been named, 
was still in hospital today but his injuries 
were believed to be not as serious as it had 
first appeared.

There is still no timescale set for the demo¬ 
lition of the burned-out mansion where 
Christopher Foster’s brother Andrew, his 
wife Pam, and their daughters Katie, 17, and 
Pippa, 10, took part in the tribute along with 
Kirstie’s grandmother Enid. 

The family lit and released a white lantern 
for Kirstie, a turquoise one for Jill, and a blue 
one for Christopher. This year would have 
been Kirstie’s 18th birthday and the family 
also placed flowers over the area where her 
ashes were buried. 

Andrew Foster said: “Every year we tend 
to put flowers at the church but we thought 
this year it would be fitting to do something 
more. We did this for Kirstie.” 

Mr Foster is now involved with the charity 
Riding for the Disabled and has created a cup 
which it presents in memory of horse-loving 
Kirstie. 

Demolition 

Receivers appointed by the bank which 
owns the premises were later granted plan¬ 
ning permission to demolish the remains of 
the house and build a new home on a differ¬ 
ent site in the grounds. 

But developers GVA, which put in the 
application in July 2009, said it still had no 
dates of when it would carry out demolition 
and building plans. 

A spokesman for the company said: “At 
present there is no timescale set for demoli¬ 
tion of Osbaston House, implementation of 
the planning permission obtained in 2009, 
or sale of the site.” 

But the spokesman reassured: “Security 
patrols are continuing to take place on a 
regular basis.” 

Christopher Foster said the uncertainty 
was still upsetting for the family. “It is all 
covered by confidentiality. It is very upset¬ 
ting.” 

Mr Foster revealed there were still loot¬ 
ers coming into the area and a lot of people 
were going to the site. 

He added: “They have taken the lead, 
stripped the kitchen, the copper piping and 
a hot tub has been pinched.” 

Councillor Roger Davies, from Kinnerley 
Parish Council, said he had not heard any¬ 
thing about the plans since the application 
was first made.

Asked about their recipe 
for such a long and happy 
married life together, Mrs 
Thomas said: “We just get 
on very well together. 

“We don’t seem to fall out 
at all.”

A GRAVE digger at Llanymynech’s vandalism 
hit burial ground dug up the wrong plot after 
yobs moved marker pegs, it was revealed 
yesterday. 

A member of the burial ground committee spotted the 
mistake, but it was too late and the plot had already been 
dug up. 

The ground which was dug up was for a fresh burial and 
did not contain a coffin but the incident, which happened 
earlier this summer, has sparked concern in the village. 

Terry Ingram, clerk of Llanymynech and Pant Parish 
Council burial committee, said nothing like it had hap¬ 
pened before and the confusion caused extra work and a bill 
for £150 to deal with the error. 

He said: “I went to the grounds in the morning and the 
lad digging the grave had already started work and it was 
the wrong plot. He had dug six foot and had just finished 
when I arrived. We had to pay for the wrong grave that had 
been dug to be filled.” 

No funerals were delayed by the incident. 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chairman of the parish council, 
said: “The burial ground incident was distressing. 

“What those causing anti-social behaviour did had a 
knock-on effect. It was all sorted out in the end but it is not 
something we have come across before.” 

Other incidents of anti-social behaviour have also been 
reported in the grounds including flowers being thrown 
around, and empty alcohol cans discarded. 

Councillor Gaskill said: “It is a lovely burial ground and 
people take a great pride in putting flowers there. It was 
very upsetting for them.” 

Police constable Pete Dale said other areas of the village 
had also experienced anti-social behaviour in the summer. 

Richard Ewels, a spokesman for West Mercia Police, said: 
“If anybody has any information at all concerning any of 
the incidents or about antisocial behaviour they should con¬ 
tact the police on 0300 3333000.”

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Campaign begins for 'vital' 
cashpoint as bank closes

A POLITICIAN has given up his campaign to 
keep Llanrhaeadr’s only bank open but is 
fighting for the installation of a cashpoint 
machine. 

Liberal Democrat AM William Powell has been fighting to 
save banking services in Llanrhaeadr-ym-Mochnant follow¬ 
ing HSBC’s decision to close. 

He recently met with Laura Brown, regional service man¬ 
ager at HSBC, as well as the local county councillor Aled 
Davies and representatives from the community council to 
be told that the bank was to close. 

“I was very disappointed to be told at this meeting that 
HSBC were determined to close down the branch,” said Mr 
Powell. “The HSBC representative told me that the decision 
had been made because the Llanrhaeadr branch is one of the 
lowest performing branches in the whole of the UK. 

“I was even more disappointed to be told that there was 
no form of community impact assessment carried out, and 
that all such decisions are made on a purely commercial 
basis. This seems to me to be very much at odds with 
HSBC’s own marketing slogan ‘The World’s Local Bank’. 

“Banking services in small rural communities are 
absolutely vital to their local economies. UK banks need to 
develop a policy specific to rural areas, rather than just 
adopting a ‘one size fits all’ approach. In the coming months 
I shall be spearheading a campaign on this issue across the 
region. 

“HSBC have said that they are committed to maintaining 
a cashpoint in the village and I have been in regular com¬ 
munication with them throughout August to ensure that 
they meet this commitment,” he added. 

“I think that the ideal solution from the perspective of the 
local community would surely be a stand-alone cashpoint 
that could be used 24-7. However, HSBC have concerns 
about this on the grounds of cost and security.” 

HSBC is believed to be negotiating to try to install a cash¬ 
point inside an existing business premises.

Superb results spark calls 
for school to be left alone 


COUNCIL CHIEFS 
proposing a major 
shake-up of schools 
in Powys were this 
week warned to leave 
Llanfyllin High School 
as it is. 

Councillors in Llan¬ 
fyllin say the latest “fan¬ 
tastic” A-level and GCSE 
results at the town’s high 
school prove it should be 
left to carry on as it is. 

But Powys Council 
bosses have again 
stressed that the “status 
quo is not sustainable”. 

Reorganisation 

They warned a reorgani¬ 
sation of secondary schools 
in the county is vital. 

Llanfyllin High School 
last week revealed 86 per 
cent of pupils gained five or 
more A* to C grades in their 
GCSEs. 

The top results followed 
success at A-level this year 
in which 89.1 per cent of 
entries attained the top A*to 
C grades this year with 66 
per cent of grades at A* to B. 

The strong results come 
as council chiefs are consid¬ 
ering a major shake-up of 
schools in Powys which 
could see Welsh medium 
education moved from Llan¬ 
fyllin High School to Llan- 
fair Caereinion High School. 

Fears have also been 
expressed that Llanfyllin 
High School’s sixth form 
could be lost in the changes. 

Llanfyllin town councilor 
John Brautigam said the 
results proved the high

school was successful and 
should be left alone. 

He said: “It really is a case 
of ‘if it ain’t broke, don’t try 
to fix it.’ 

“We firmly believe Llan¬ 
fyllin High School can be suc¬ 
cessful as a separate financial 
entity.” 

Fellow town councillor and 
secretary of the Friends of 
Llanfyllin High School, 
Councillor Diana Dunn, said: 
“The results show what a 
great school it is and part of 
that is because of the fantas¬ 
tic sixth form. 

“The worry is the sixth 
form could be lost in these 
changes. We believe the high 
school should be allowed to 
cany on being successful and 
delivering the education it 
does.” 

Powys County Council 
spokesman John Evans said 
changes had to be made to 
the secondary education sys¬ 
tem.

“The secondary school 
modernisation programme 
is vital. It is clear the status 
quo is not sustainable. 

“We are analysing the 
views given during the 
recent consultation process 
and will be coming back with 
how we progress this in the 
autumn. ”

The run-down area could undergo a major redevelop¬ 
ment it has been announced and plans will be discussed by 
Shropshire Council soon. 

Tenants of Swan Lane would be re-housed as part of the 
proposals to transform the area and many have already 
been offered cash incentives and the promise of relocation. 

Shropshire Council said there was now low demand for 
homes in Swan Lane and 48 of the 60 homes, including a 
large number of bedsits, were no longer meeting the hous¬ 
ing needs of the local community. 

If the redevelopment goes ahead residents would be 
offered a choice of accommodation through the Homepoint 
Choice Base Lettings Scheme or the opportunity to seek a 
private tenancy. 

I’m sure the majority will snap up the chance to move out 
and bank a substantial lump sum but there are others who 
have lived in Swan Lane for most of their lives and for them 
this will be a particularly poignant time.

Getting a bird's eye 
view of 2012 games

PROFILE 



ONE OF the abiding memo¬ 
ries of the last Olympic 
games was the famous Bird’s 
Nest stadium. 


Indeed, spectacular as London’s new 
Olympic stadia may be, they will still 
struggle to match the architectural 
intricacy and intrigue of the Beijing 
buildings. 

But it’s fair to say that despite the 
Bird’s Nest name, London’s new 
Olympic village will be a whole lot 
more accommodating to the avian 
community than it’s Chinese predeces¬ 
sor. 

And that’s testament to the work of 
an Oswestry firm which has been 
slowly but surely been filling the 
Olympic buildings with birds’ nests 
and bat boxes after winning a series of 
contracts to supply the prestigious 
buildings. 

Nesting 

Wildlifeshop.co.uk, based in Ness- 
cliffe, recently received an order to 
supply nests and bat boxes for the new 
2012 Olympic Stadium. 

The boxes, designed specifically for 
swifts, black redstarts and house spar¬ 
rows, will be sited on the stadium 
along with special woodcrete bat 
boxes. 

This most recent order for the fam¬ 
ily run supplier, is the latest in many 
orders for the Olympic project, with 
hundreds of nesting boxes already 
being used on the scheme. 

Managing director Tristam Pearce 
said: “It is pleasing to see that the envi¬ 
ronment has played such a big part in 
the design and appearance of the 
Olympic Village and other venues and 
that so many species are to benefit as a 


result of the regeneration of London as 
the games now soon approach. 

“It will be nice to think our boxes will 
be seen on the fantastic new stadium by 
so many people next summer. 

“We have been providing boxes to 
the Olympic project for three years 
now, and have received orders totaling 
£15,000.” 

The London 2012 Olympic Stadium 
is the most sustainable ever built, and 
the contributions from Nesscliffe nes¬ 
tle into a building designed with the 
local environment in mind. 

With steel a resource in short supply, 
the build was made 75 per cent lighter 
in terms of steel use than other stadi¬ 
ums, and features a low-carbon con¬ 
crete, made from industrial waste and 
containing 40 per cent less carbon than 
usual. 

The top ring of the stadium was built 
using surplus gas pipes, fitting into the 
build’s policy of reusing and recycling 
materials. 

The Olympic Stadium will host the 
Athletics and Paralympic Athletics 
events at the London 2012 Games, as 
well as the opening and closing cere¬ 
monies, and will have a capacity of 
80,000 before being handed over for 
conversion to a football stadium for 
East End club West Ham United. 

It is a prestigious project, and adds to 
a growing order book for Wildlifeshop, 
a family-run retailer of wildlife related 
products, and the sister company of 
ecological consultancy Pearce Environ¬ 
ment Ltd. 

The firm provides ecological advice 
to clients across the UK including 
architects, developers, planning con¬ 
sultants, construction companies, agri¬ 
culture, utility, road and rail 
contractors. 

It assists with protected species and 
habitat surveying, licensing and miti¬ 
gation, mostly for planning applica¬ 
tions. 

Mr Pearce added: “We sell via the 
website to domestic and business cus¬ 
tomers all over the UK and abroad, but 
we specialise in the large orders for 
construction and building companies,

as biodiversity and creating habitats 
for wildlife is a bigger part of develop¬ 
ment schemes. These days, it has been 
assisting the growth of the company. 

“Our main range of wildlife boxes are 
made from wood-concrete or ‘wood¬ 
crete’ these nest boxes have proved to 
be a remarkable success, as well as 
being very durable and environmen¬ 
tally friendly. The designs vary and are 
specially created for their intended 
inhabitants as nest box designs mirror 
natural holes, the boxes are simple to 
install, inspect and clean.” 

Mr Pearce was born in the county 
and brought up on his family’s live¬ 
stock farm, also in Shropshire, and 
worked with animals regularly from an 
early age. 

Injured 

In the 1980s his parents, founders of 
the Shropshire Badger Group, started 
a wildlife rehabilitation unit on their 
farm for the RSPCA inspectors and 
vets from a large area, who would place 
injured and sick animals and birds in 
their care meaning Mr Pearce and his 
sister Pamela were brought up sur¬ 
rounded by wild birds and animals, 
including badgers, foxes, polecats, 
stoats, weasels, voles, birds of prey and 
various breeds of owl. 

Today as an ecologist Mr Pearce is 
actively involved in services such as 
protected species surveying, monitor¬ 
ing, conservation and mitigation.

“I owe a huge amount of thanks to Oswes¬ 
try School and especially director of sport 
Darren Hollingsworth who has really 
helped me believe I can do this at a very high

A PARKINSON’S sufferer has 
taken up the challenge to com¬ 
plete a sponsored cycle ride 
around Lake Vyrnwy.

Chimney 
warning 
after fire 
at house 

NESTING JACKDAWS 
almost caused a house to go 
up in flames near Oswestry, 
firefighters have said. 

The birds had nested in 
the chimney flue of a house 
in Llansilin, causing the 
chimney to catch fire last 
Thursday. 

One crew from Oswestry 
attended the blaze at 
6.40pm and firefighters 
were on site until 8pm deal¬ 
ing with the incident. 

Crew manager Adie 
Bowen said that the chim¬ 
ney fire was a particularly 
difficult one to deal with. 

Firefighters used a ther¬ 
mal imaging camera to 
locate the source of the fire 
and then used rods to clear 
the chimney. Mr Bowen 
said: “We ended up having to 
cut a hole in the wall to get to 
the nest. As soon as we cut 
the hole, the nest fell out. 

“Basically what we believe 
were jackdaws had been 
building a nest in the chim¬ 
ney by collecting twigs, 
branches and other items. 

“There was a lot of smoke 
coming from the chimney, 
we saw it as we were pulling 
up. The wall was showing 
red hot, the heat had really 
built up. 

“We would advise every¬ 
one to have their chimneys 
swept because nesting birds 
can cause real problems.”

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Rugby dub 
makes bid 
to boost 
tourism 

OSWESTRY’S RUGBY 
Club has joined forces with 
the town’s showground to 
offer better facilities to year 
round tourists and visitors 
to the area. 

A planning application 
has been made for a new 
building at the rugby club at 
Park Hall, to provide toilets 
and showers, along with a 
small gym as part of a 
tourism plan. 

It would serve not only 
the sports club but also the 
thousands that stay at the 
neighbouring showground. 

During the summer, 
when rugby is not played at 
Park Hall, the grounds are 
let out to caravanning clubs 
and others that also hire the 
neighbouring Oswestry 
Showground. 

But a rugby club spokes¬ 
man said although there 
were toilets and shower 
facilities on both sites more 
were needed. 

“At peak times they can 
be overcrowded and, 
depending on the caravan 
pitch sometimes very 
remote.” 

A stand along building, 
midway between the two 
venues is now planned to 
provide changing facilities, 
toilets and showers, for both 
the club and others using 
the site. 

Shropshire Council’s 
Market Towns Revitalisa¬ 
tion Programme has 
awarded a £24,500 grant for 
the £31,000 improvement 
plan to facilities. 

Meanwhile a grant of 
£139,172 has been given to 
Oswestry and District Agri¬ 
cultural Society which runs 
the Park Hall Showground 
to help it with £149,172 
plans to revamp the venue. 


Warning fires near school 
could have led to tragedy

YOUNGSTERS WHO pushed burning rubbish through the fence of a 
school play area could have set the entire school on fire, it has been 
claimed. 

Ade Bowen, crew manager for Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, said 
the youths had been spotted by residents outside the grounds of the 
Meadows Primary School in Oswestry. And he said their actions could 

have led to a “tragedy”. 

Firefighters were called to the school just 
before 7pm last Wednesday. They discov¬ 
ered three small fires on a grassy area 
within the school grounds on Harlech Road, 
which were quickly extinguished. 

Police officers will also check CCTV cam¬ 
eras to establish who was responsible. 

Mr Bowen said: “A resident saw young¬ 
sters pushing burning material through the 
fence and onto the school playground.” 

Serious 

“The young people could easily have set 
their clothes on fire which could have led to 
a tragedy. And if the fires had travelled to 
the hedge that would have gone up and the 
entire school could have been lost.” 

“Conditions are so dry at the moment that 
something like this is really serious.” 

Mr Bowen said firefighters extinguished 
the fires within minutes, using a knapsack 
sprayer, which they also used to cool down 
the area to ensure the fires did not reignite. 

He said: “When we arrived there were 
smouldering puffs of smoke on the grass. It 
was very lucky that the resident saw what 
was happening and rang the fire service 
immediately. 

“We would warn everyone that ground 
conditions are really dry at the moment.” 

Richard Ewels, spokesman for West Mer¬ 
cia Police, said: “We were notified by fire 
services at 7.10pm last night. 

“They were attending a grass fire at the 
play area in Meadows Primary School. 
When the police got there the fire was out. 
There were several small areas of charred 
grass near a metal fence. The police don’t 
know what caused the fire and Eire checking 
CCTV.”

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Area's pupils smash GCSE record

EXAM RECORDS were 
smashed at the area’s 
schools with pupils achieving 
some of the best GCSE 
results ever seen. 

The Marches School in Oswestry, 
Shropshire’s first academy school, sur¬ 
passed expectations by raising the pass 
rate to 88 per cent for 5 A*-C GCSEs. 

Headteacher Sarah Longville said: 
“This has been an outstanding year; 
our students have once again sur¬ 
passed all expectations academically, 
which is a credit to the dedicated staff 
and extremely supportive parents. 

“I am very proud to be part of such a 
forward thinking learning community 
and I am very much looking forward to 
our start as an academy as we have 
very firm foundations to build on.” 

Delighted 

Welshpool High School headteacher 
Jim Toal said: “Once again our GCSE 
results are very strong, and outper¬ 
form external targets set for the 
school.

Heroin 
seller is 
sent to 
prison 

A WELSHPOOL man 
caught selling heroin to an 
undercover police officer has 
been jailed. Michael 
Anthony Evans, from Bryn 
Castell on the Oldford 
Estate at Welshpool, was 
jailed for 18 months at Mold 
Crown Court. 

Evans, 28, admitted sup¬ 
plying and offering to supply 
heroin in May. The court 
heard a policeman, posing as 
a heroin addict, went onto 
the streets of Newtown and 
Welshpool in an operation 
against class A drugs to 
catch dealers.

It was his case that the 
officer was a very good actor 
and pretended to be “rat¬ 
tling” for heroin.

Mum Claire cooks up dream 
career from a baking hobby 


BEING A MOTHER, a wife and a 
businesswoman isn’t always easy 
but an Oswestry baker said if you 
have a dream you just have to go 
for it. 

Claire Rogers, from Crumbilicious, is 
making her way up the success ladder after 
deciding to set up her own cake making busi¬ 
nesses in July 2010.

When she was old enough to do paid work 
she helped out at a local hotel before joining 
the Air Force when she was 17. 

Here she was a chef and learned many 
cookery skills she still uses today. 

By the time she reached 23 years old she 
had about 10 years of catering experience 
under her belt. 

“It got to a point in my career where I 
wanted a change. I had been working in 
catering since I was 14.” 

So she moved to Oswestry and became the 
manager of English Walls’ shop, Rainbows 
End. 

It was in Oswestry that she met her hus¬ 
band and started a family. 

The mother of two still worked hard and 
became a tutor for Walford and North 
Shropshire College. 

In January last year she was about to start 
a new job in Telford when things went 
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wrong. It all spiralled out of control when I 
dislocated my knee,” she said. 

“I slipped on the ice in January and could¬ 
n’t start the job. “So I ended up being unem¬ 
ployed.” 

But she hated being out of work and so 
wracked her brains to try and work out how 
to bring home some cash. She decided to 
take the plunge and turn her baking hobby 
into her own business. 

She said: “I jumped into it. I am a very 
determined person and when I make my 
mind up about something I am determined 
to do it. 

“It was a scary thing to do but if you don’t 
try you never know how it will turn out. ” 

She is now a successful businesswoman 
receiving hundreds of orders for cakes and 
teaching courses at learning centres around 
the country.

An oddly familiar sight 
at African waterhole... 



AFTER the height of summer 
has passed in August, Sep¬ 
tember can be seen as a tran¬ 
sitional period between 
summer and autumn, green 
and brown, hot and cool. 

However it is also the time of the year 
when some of the cash-conscious of us, go 
on holiday. I recently used this time 
period to travel to a region in southern 
Africa known as the Gates of Hell. 

This may sound less than inviting to 
many, myself included, but where dis¬ 
turbing names have persisted in strange 
and bizarre lands, one is sure to find 
interesting things. The area has a more 
common title and one that many will have 
heard of; the Skeleton Coast. I had spent 
a summer enjoying the wildlife of the UK 
and was excited to see the animals that 
frequent this region. Just inland we had 
seen the usual “big game”, amongst them 
the ever overseeing giraffes, riding high 
and mighty atop their towering neck ver¬ 
tebrae. 

However when two of them crossed a 
waterhole in front of us, there was some¬ 
thing oddly familiar about the scene. It 
took a while for me to place it, but I sud¬ 
denly realised what it was - british gar¬ 
den birds. There were swallows and 
swifts darting and weaving around the 
long legged beauties as well as the trilling 
call of a willow warbler. 

I had been watching and listening to 
these birds merely a week earlier and 
here they were in one of the furthest 
places on Earth away from Shrewsbury 
with barely a feather out of place. Quite 
remarkable. What makes it more so, is 
that many of the warblers that migrate 
down from Britain to Africa, do so in one 
fell swoop, literally flying non-stop for 
four or five days. 

If they do make stops, as swallows and 
house martins do, they will fly during the

night and feed and rest during the day¬ 
time. 

The air is also cooler and denser at 
night, bringing with it less risk of dehy¬ 
dration, less energy consumption in 
order to provide lift and less turbulence 
to be encountered. Other birds fly at very 
high altitude for a similar effect. Airline 
pilots have observed whooper swans at 
altitudes of 8,850 metres (29,000 feet). 

So there I was watching the same scene 
as I had the week before, just with a few 
giraffes thrown in for good measure. As 
we travelled down “the Land God made 
in Anger” (bushman name for the Skele¬ 
ton Coast) I happened upon more famil¬ 
iar sights. Reaching the sea, I was able to 
indulge in a childhood passion - rock¬ 
pooling. 

Back in Britain, this is a great time to 
search along the foreshore, and investi¬ 
gate rock pools for goby fish, shrimps, 
crabs, sea anemones, snails and shellfish. 


However some of my best finds came 
on the tide-line. Interesting mermaid’s 
purses (the egg-cases from sharks and 
rays), perfect seashells, dog whelk eggs, 
cuttlefish remains, fossils and the occa¬ 
sional peculiar bone from a bass or a dog¬ 
fish. 

Down on the Skeleton Coast, the name 
says it all. 

In addition to all the above, I was 
intrigued to find seal shoulder blades, 
shark skin and giant whale bones. Above 
the tide line I had to keep my eyes peeled 
for venomous snakes and lions. 

Wherever you are, the sea and its shore 
can be a wild, barren, harsh and unfor¬ 
giving land; but it can also be a supremely 
beautiful one.

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Second generation Picanto Kia 
reveals a new-found maturity 



THE SECOND generation Picanto is 
Kia’s evidence that small cars can 
offer more of everything without 
ballooning in either size or cost. 

Kia’s smallest car hit the showrooms in June 
in five door format and a three door version will 
arrive in the UK this week. 

I have been putting the five door model 
through its paces and found it had stronger per¬ 
formance with lower fuel consumption and 
C02 emissions than its predecessor. 

The test was timely with the car being 
awarded four stars in Euro NCAP latest test 
results last week. 

It also offers more style and higher quality, 
without a premium price tag and has more 
space than its older brother, despite barely 
increasing in size. 

Outstanding 

The Picanto went on sale with brand-new 
1.0- and 1.25-litre Kappa-family petrol engines, 
which deliver fuel consumption improvements 
of up to 8.5mpg with C02 reductions of as much 
as 15g/km - yet in every respect performance is 
significantly better. 

The larger engine is available with Kia’s eco- 
dynamics fuel-saving technology - an intelli¬ 
gent stop & go (ISG) engine stop/start system, 
or, alternatively with an automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The test car was fitted with the three- 
cylinder 1.0-litre unit which develops 68bhp 
and 95Nm of torque and has an outstanding 
combined fuel economy of 67.3mpg. 

The 1.25-litre four-cylinder version of the 
Kappa engine is offered in three guises, all 
developing 84bhp and 121Nm of torque. In 
standard form it averages 60.1mpg.

The Kia Picanto five-door went on sale with 
four trim grades, badged 1, 1 Air, 2 and 3. And 
as buyers have come to expect from Kia, there 
has been no skimping on the specification. 

Standard features include body coloured 
bumpers, mirrors and door handles, electric 
front windows, radio/CD player, trip computer 
and an immobiliser. 

A height-adjustable driver’s seat and tilt- 
adjustable steering column provide driver com¬ 
fort whilst all occupants are protected by a total 
of six airbags. A 60:40 split folding rear seat 
allows rear luggage space to grow up to 870 
litres (VDA). 

Rear wheel arches cause restrictions to boot 
space though and the ‘2’ on test certainly did¬ 
n’t pass the golf club test until the rear seats 
were folded down. Picanto 2 adds additional 
equipment typically seen on cars from the B- 
segment and above such as Bluetooth connec¬ 


tivity, with voice recognition and full iPod con¬ 
trol with USB & AUX ports - both of which can 
be operated by the steering-wheel controls. 

There’s also electrically operated, heated 
and folding door mirrors with integrated LED 
side repeaters. 

Unexpected 

Air conditioning, rear electric windows, 14” 
alloy wheels, front fog lights, a leather steering 
wheel and gear lever, an alarm system, pre¬ 
mium black upholstery and chrome exterior 
detailing complete the comprehensive spec 
package give the Picanto an unexpected qual¬ 
ity feel. As with all new Kias, a seven year or 
100,000 miles fully transferable warranty is 
standard. 

Where the previous model was regarded as 
‘cute’ and ‘feminine’, the new model has mus¬ 
cular wheel arches, low and wide rocker panels 
and wide-set alloy wheels on the two upper 
trim levels. The three-door model will have a 
unique C-pillar, bumpers, grille and exhaust to 
give it a subtly sportier look. 

The Picanto’s new-found maturity is 
reflected in the interior design and the choice 
of sophisticated trim materials, which set a 
new benchmark in the A-sector for quality. 

While the controls are easy to get used to the 
cabin is a little on the sparse side. 


The new Picanto is only 60mm longer than 
its predecessor, it still occupies slightly less 
than 3.6 metres of road space, but an increase 
of 15mm in wheelbase allied to clever packag¬ 
ing ideas have resulted in significantly more 
cabin space and the seating position is good. 

The new Picanto comes with revised running 
gear. Featuring MacPherson struts at the front 
and a coupled torsion beam axle at the rear, a 
layout which gives the best combination of ride 
and handling while minimising intrusions into 
passenger and luggage space. 

The front suspension helps towards 
improved straight line stability, while longer 
wheel travel and softer springs give a suppler 
ride. The rear axle is stiffer in the new Picanto 
to improve agility. Stability and ride comfort 
also benefit. 

The steering system features Kia’s acclaimed 
motor-driven power steering (MDPS). This 
delivers the twin benefits of reduced fuel con¬ 
sumption by drawing on engine power only 
when needed while reducing the driver effort 
needed for parking and manoeuvring. 

This car is a world away from the Picanto 
that arrived on the UK scene seven years ago 
and well worth a look. You’ll be disappointed if 
it’s performance you are looking for but very 
impressed if looking for a town car.

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New Jaguar is a 
bit of an animal 


WHEN most people talk about the Jaguar brand, 
it’s the refinement and luxury attributes that 
receive the most praise. 

Over the years the company has also made a good living 
from its sports cars - how could you possibly forget the 
iconic E-Type? 

More recently Jaguar has combined the best of both 
worlds - refinement and performance - with considerable 
success. 

Its range of ‘R’ high-power models have hit the spot with 
buyers seeking supercar-rivalling abilities and the firm’s 
trademark luxury - for when chasing Porsche 911s isn’t 
part of the daily routine. 

The 911 reference isn’t a random one. For some people 
cars like this have more of an ‘edge’ than, say, Jaguar’s 
XKR. 

Firmer riding and with a snappier throttle response, cars 
like the 911 are more likely to be seen at track days and, gen¬ 
erally, driven harder by their owners. 

Jaguar has decided that it wants some of this action, and 
has developed a harder, faster, more powerful XKR. 

In XKR-S trim, Jaguar’s normally sleek and demure 
coupe is visibly more purposeful-looking thanks to a num¬ 
ber of aerodynamic aids. 

It also sits a bit lower, while the bonnet vents and large 
wheels add the appropriate finishing touches. 

Inside, the car’s cabin ambience has also been ramped up, 
with the racing-style front seats a world away from Jaguar’s 
standard issue cosseting chairs. 



It’s clear from the changes that Jaguar is keen for this car 
to have a higher profile, be it to attract younger buyers or 
simply better promote the car’s abilities. 

And there’s no better way of doing that than making it a 
loud car. 

Once you hit the starter button, it’s clear that Jaguar’s 
‘softly-softly’ approach to performance motoring has been 
set aside for the XKR-S. After all, you can’t expect to buy a 
beefy-looking car like this and drive around unnoticed. 

You won’t be hanging about at the traffic lights, either. 
The regular XKR is no slouch, but with an extra 40 horse¬ 
power, the XKR-S has 550 horsepower on tap - a figure that 
exceeds close rivals from Porsche and Aston Martin. As a 
result, the zero to 62mph time takes a rapid 4.4 seconds. 

Potential 

For all the car’s straight-line speed - and there’s plenty of 
it - it’s the car’s exhaust note that is the biggest clue as to 
its potential. 

The uncompromising blare from the quad pipes on start¬ 
up and general urgency in a muffled Nascar racer way is 
hard to ignore. 

Factor in a range of carefully selected suspension 
upgrades to boost driver feedback and the car’s agility on 
the open road, plus tweaks to the car’s transmission and 
exhaust system, and you can guess what sort of experience 
it delivers. 

Behind the wheel the difference between XKR and XKR- 
S is like night and day. The old ‘velvet punch’ analogy is a 
perfect fit for the former, but references to sledgehammers 
would not be out of place 
when talking about the lat¬ 
ter. 

The way the XKR-S can 
propel you up the road is 
nothing short of astounding. 
Jaguar’s 5.0-litre V8 was 
always good enough and 
now its true potential and 
character has been revealed. 
It’s fair to say that it’s a bit 
of an animal. 

One that is easily tamed, 
though, which is good news 
for when you don’t want to 
set any unofficial land speed 
records. 

On twisty road sections 
the engine and suspension

combination works well and 
there’s a noticeable 
improvement in the feed¬ 
back department, all of 
which boosts driver confi¬ 
dence and allows you to lean 
that bit harder on the car 
through the bends. 

The lower ride height has 
removed the XKR’s aloof 
character, although 

Jaguar’s suspension boffins 
have somehow managed to 
maintain some semblance of 
a compliant ride - a neces¬ 
sity given the state of many 
UK roads. 

You’d be forgiven for 
thinking that the XKR-S is 
all engine and nothing else. 
Far from it, but the changes 
to the V8 motor have done 
wonders for the XKR’s char¬ 
acter and highlighted its 
considerable depth of abil¬ 
ity. 


As a complete package - 
styling, aero mods, suspen¬ 
sion tweaks - the XKR-S is a 
significant step up in terms 
of attitude and performance 
from the donor XKR. 

To call it Jaguar’s GT3 is a 
mistake, though. Whereas 
Porsche actively encourages 
buyers of its loud and proud 
monster 911 to seek out 
track days and generally 
drive it hard 24-7, the XKR- 
S boasts larger reserves of 
refinement for everyday dri¬ 
ving duties. 

And this is where the 
XKR-S will score over the 
911 for many buyers, as this 
is a car that stays true to 
Jaguar’s core values yet at 
the same time delivers a 
mind-altering experience 
when you’re in the mood and 
the conditions are right.
